moter. A more recent delay was caused 
by the Lewis brothers’ murder trial. 

Bersch, an insurance agent, and Gil- 
more and Imei, who were in business 
as the Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating Co. 
are charged with conspiring to burn the 
wilmore-Bonfig plant, at 4455 Olive street, 
for the insurance. It was partly de- 
stroyed by fire, July 24, 1915. The in- 
dictment was found in November, 1915, 
after disclosures in another case had 
brought a confession from Baker, chief 
clerk in an insurance office. 

Teamsters Fail to Appear. 

The State has relied on the testimony 
of teamsters to prove that incendiary 
fluids, contained in so-called “pickle 
boxes,” were delivered at the Gilmore 

‘plant: within a short time before 
the fire there. Two of these teamsters 
are among the four witnesses who failed 
to appear. 

Who Missing Witnesses Are, 

The missing witnesses, as reported to 
the court by former Circuit Attorney 
Harvey, special counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, are Carl Wiegert of 3425 South 
Compton avenve and Val Michaels of 
Seventh and Marion streets, teamsters; 
William Kay, cashier of the Leist Ex- 
press Co., 768 North Ninth street, and 
Harry Robinson, negro porter, who 
lived about Washington boulevard and 
Taylor avenue, until a short time ago. 

The testimony desired from Kay was 
expected to fit in with that to be given 
by the teamsters, and the negro porter 
was expected to testify that he saw 
the “pickle boxes’’ delivered. 

The Sherif’s office recently failed to 
find these witnesses, and a city detective 
was then assigned to look for them. He 
reported that he was unable to find any 
trace of Robinson and Kay, and that 
the two teamsters could not be found. 
though they seemed tc have been in 
St. Louis recently. 

Former Partner Is Dead. 

The death of another witness, Walter 
J. Wright, was also mentioned, Harvey 
remarking that he had understood 
Wright was dead. ‘“‘That’s correct,” re- 
marked T. T. Fauntleroy, lawyer for 
the defense. ‘You'll find him in the 
cemetery.’’ Wright was a former part. 
ner of Gilmore, and was expected t» 
testify as to an arson proposal made 
while he was in the business, and re- 
jected by him. 

Harvey said that while the missing 
witnesses were needed, especially Wei- 
gert, he would go to trial without them 
in April, if they should not be found 
in the meantime.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—A German sub- 
marine entered the neutral Spanish har- 
bor of Las Palmas, Canary Islands, on 
Dec. 6, and sank the Greek steamship 
Spyros, according to two of the seamen 
who arrived today on the steamship 
Moro Castle. Maritime records told of 
the. Spyros being towed to a Spanish 
port, after being torvedoed. 

The sailors arriving here said the Spy- 
ros put into Las Palmas on her voyage 
from Buenos Aires, carrying grain for 
Hull, England. The U-boat entered the 
harbor, they asserted, and notified the 
captain to abandon his ship within 40 
hours, at the end of which time it would 
be destroyed, and the threat was ful- 
filled.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Feb, 12.—It was #0 
degrees below zero in many places in 
this vicinity this morning, the coldest 
of the winter. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.~—The thermom- 
eter registered 3 degrees above zero in 
New York this morning, the coldest 
weather of the winter. Rivers and bays 
are filled with heavy drifting ice flelds. 

For the first time in five years the 
Hudson is solidly frozen over in the 
three-mile stretch between _Tarrytown 
and Nyack. Hundreds of persons have 
walked from shore to shore and several 
automobiles have safely negotiated the 
trip. 


CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 12.—The ther- 
mometer registered 10 degrees below zero 
here this forenoon. It was the coldest 
day since February i0, 1883, when the 
temperature dropped to 16 below. The 
city is experiencing the lowest gas pres- 
sure and a shortage of coal. 


Coal Shortage During Coldest 
Weather in Years in Detroit. 

DETROIT, Mich., Fet. 12.—The cold- 
est weather in years and the worst coal 
shortage of the winter resulted in much 
suffering in Detroit today. Twelve de- 
grees below zero was officially recorded 
in the heart of the city this forenoon. 
Suburbs and nearby cities reported from 
12 to 22 degrees below. 


Coldest Weather of Year at Points in 
New England. 


BOSTON, Feb. 12.—The coldest weath- 
er of the winter was reported by a num- 
ber of points in New England today. 
Minimum temperatures during the night 
ranged from 24 degrees below zero to 
6 above. In Boston the minimum was 
zero, as compared with three below on 
Feb. 3, when the lowest mark in three 
years was shown by official bureau fig- 
ures. 

Northfield, Vt., showed a minimum of 
24 below, while Burlington, Vt., with 18 
below, and Portland, Me., with 10 be- 
low, were among other cities from 
which the Weather Bureau received re- 
ports of intense cold.

CARRANZA WANTS 
NEUTRALS 10 STOP 
EUROPEAN EXPORTS 


Asks United States to Join With 
Other Nations; Would Bene- 
fit Teutonic Allies. 


W'ASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Gen. Car- 
ranza has sent a note to the United 
States, Argentina, Brazil and Chile, as 
well as to all other neutral nations, 
asking them to join in an agreement 
to prohibit the export from their coun- 
tries to the warring European nations 
of foodstuffs and munitions of war. 


It is obvious that such an embargo 
would be of benefit only to the Teutonic 
allies. 


APPROPRIATIONS TO BE BASED ON 
HOPE GARDNER BILLS WILL PASS 


House Cemmittee to Go on Theory 
That They Can Be Vetoed if 
Revenue Measures Fail. 3 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12.—The 
House Committee on Appropriations, 
which originates appropriation bills, has 
decided to rush all such measures to 
completion. Chairman Hostetter said 
today the committee had been working 
slowly with the intention of awaiting 
action on Gov. Gardner's revenue-pro- 
ducing measures, wishing to know how 
much money the State would have tc 
spend before fixing the amount of the 
expenditures. 

“It is getting so far along in the ses- 
sion, however,’ Hostetter said, “‘that 
we must get the bills out so that they 
can be considered on the floor. 

“Although the estimated revenue is 
only $11,500,000 for the two years, the 
committee will trust to the important 
revenue measures being passed, and 
will base the appropriation bills on an 
estimated revenue of $14,000,000 for the 
two years. If the measures should be 
defeated the Governor can veto the ap- 
propriations.”’ 


INVENTS SELF-GUIDING TORPEDO 


Grandson of Cyrus W. Field Turns 
Magnetic Device Over to U. 5. 
WILLISTON, N. D., Feb. 12-—A’ self- 
guiding torpedo, based on magnetic con- 
trol against which an enemy would 
have little chance for defense, has been 
invented by Charles J. Field of this city, 
a grandson of Cyrus W. Field, who laid 
the first transatlantic cable. Mr. Field 
in announcing his inyention, said<that 
it had been turned over to the United 

States Government.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—In connec- 
tion with the German inquiry it is point- 
ed out here that there are two classes 
of German ships in American ports. 
Those interned are war vessels such as 


the commerce raiders Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich, Kronprinz Wilhelm and such naval 
vessels as the gunboats Cormorant at 
Guam and Geier at Honolulu. The crews 
of these vessels, as well as the ships, 
being part of the German naval forces 
which have taken refuge In neutral har- 
bors, are interned as prisoners for the 
duration of the war under provisions of 
international law, and The Hague con- 
ventions. 

The status of the war-bound German 
merchantmen is different, and so is the 
status of the crews. The merchant ships 
are not interned in any sense of the 
word, but are remaining in harbor of 
refuge. They are free to put to sea at 
any time and take their chances with 
the enemy warships. Their crews are in 
the same status as any other aliens com- 
ing to the United States.

LONDON, Feb. 12.—British troops 
Saturday night captured German 
trenches on a front of more than three- 
quarters of a mile in the Somme line, 
constituting what is characterized as 
a ‘strong system,’’ lying north of Beau- 
mont-Hamel. The official statement, 
reporting this operation, reads: 

“A strong system of hostile trenches 

lying on the southern front of Serre 
Hill (north of Beaumont-Hamel) was 
attacked last night and captured on a 
front of over three-quarters of a mile. 
We captured 215 prisoners. 
“We repulsed this morning an enemy 
attempt to approach our lines south of 
Sailly-Saillisel. We entered enemy 
trenches during the night in the neigh- 
borhood of Pys, southwest of La Bas- 
see, northeast of Nueve Chapelle and 
south of Fauquissart. Many casual- 
ties were inflicted on the enemy and his 
dugouts destroyed. A number of pris- 
oners were secured.”’ 


German Destroyer, Damaged in North 
Sea Fight, Leaves Holland Port. 
LONDON, Feb. 12.—The German tor- 
pedo boat destroyer V-69 left Ymuiden, 
Holland, at 6:45 o’clock last evening, as- 
sisted by a German tug, says a Reuter 
dispatch from that port. The Dutch 
cruiser Noord-Brabant and six Dutch 
torpedo boats escorted the German ship 
through territorial waters. 

The V-69 was badiy battered in a bat- 
tle with British destroyers in the North 
Sea late in January, but was brought 
into port by her crew.

‘‘We now have practically no speedy 
or reliable infcrnation about the United 
States. The best proof of this is fur- 
nished by two wireless messages which 
were sent Feb. 5 by the correspondent 
in the United States of the German 
news agency and which arrived yester- 
day. The contents of these two short 
messages were astounding, even sensa- 
tional, for they told that the United 
States Government had not confiscated 
German ships in American ports nor in- 
terned Germans residing in the United 
States. 

“Until yvesterday morning, all we 
knew about these matters had passed 
through English channels, and the gist 
of these reports was that the United 
States Government actually had vio- 
lated the property and liberty of Ger- 
man citizens. 

“English agents by thus adulterating 
the truth did not intend, of course, to 
slander the United States. Their inten- 
tion was to create public alarm in Ger- 
nany, and thus cause outbursts of popu- 
lar indignation and perhaps éven prompt 
the Ge1rman Government to rash actions 
based on error. 

“All this then would have been re- 
ported in exactly the same—that is, in- 
correct—fashion to the United States by 
the same British agencies.

Lieutenant, Who Rescued Seven of Ten Men 
Marooned When Ice Carried Their Ships 


Away, Sends From New Zealand Closing 
Chapter of the Remarkable Tale of His 
South Polar Expedition. 


Sir Ernest Shackleton has now written the closing chapter in as thril- 
hing a story of polar expldération as ever was told. 

His Antarctic expedition left England in the autumn of 1914 in two sec- 
tions, one under Shackleton, aboard the Endurance, the other under Mackin- 
tosh, on the auviliary ship Aurora. 

The Endurance foundered April 9, 1916, and, after almost incredible ef- 
forts, Shackleton led his party to Elephant Island, where he left 22 men 
in an ice hut, and with five others went for assistance in an open 24-foot 
boat, braving 1000 miles of furious sea. After three failures at rescue Sir 
Ernest saved all. 

Then, coming to the United States, he prepared to go to the relief of 
the 10 men who had been at Ross Sea Barrier since the Aurora was carried 
away by ice May 6, 1915. How he saved the remaining men of his expedi- 
tion he describes in the following dispatch:

Scurvy symptoms appearing generally, 
the greatest possible speed was made 
homeward. Mackintosh was badly at- 
tacked, but continued pulling. 

Despite the lost traction power and 
the weight of the sick man, procress 
was rapid for the next 180 miles. Then. 
the strain telling, combined with ad 
surface and weather, the length of the 
marches grew shorter and the hours of 
march longer. @ 

At 80 degrees south latitude, owing to 
the condition of the party and anticipa- 
tion of bad weather conditions in this 
area, extra food was taken from the 
depot, a precaution fully justified, for 
when only 11 miles from the safety of 
the Bluff Depot, and within 30 miles of 
where Scott perished, the party was 
overtaken by a furious blizzard, just 
as Scott was when within a few miles 
of the one-ton depot. 

A blizzard raged from Feb. 17 to 
March 1, the temperature being 30 de- 
grees below zero. For the first six 
days the party camped. Then, as the 
fuel and provisions were practically ex- 
hausted and the men were weakening 
rapidly in frozen sleeping bags, camp 
was broken onthe 2d. After three 
hours occupied in digging the buried 
siedges out. the party started in a blind- 
ing drift to reach the depot 11 miles 
away. 

Fight Against Death in Blizzard. 

Now began the fight against death, 
which called forth qualities of self-de- 
nial, endurance and comradeship worthy 
of the highest traditions of polar serv- 
ice. Soon after starting Mackintosh 
fell in his tracks, having reached the 
limit of human endurance... He’ was 
left with Spencer Smith and-with Wild

A few biscuit crumbs and some 


tea were the only food left. During =i 


momentary clearance of the drift on the 
26th the depot was sighted. The party 
that started to return with food and oi} 
was now broken down and the blizzard 
continued to rage. Joyce and Richards, 
with the dogs pulling, arrived in camp 
on the 29th. They found the party with- 
out food. Mackintosh and Smith now 
were sick, quite helpless and full of 
appreciation of Wild’s self-denying care. 

An immediate start was made again 
for the depot, Mackintosh and Spencer 
Smith being lashed to a sledge and Hay- 
ward staggering along beside then. 

The blizzard drift ceased on March 1 
but it continued to blow. The day after 
they left the depot with their stores re- 
plenished, Hayward, as well as Mackin- 
tosh and Spencer Smith, had to be 
lashed to the sledge. 

At first the party were helped by a 
sledge sail, but on the seventh Wild 
dropped and the sail became useless.

Mackintosh, seeing the gravity of the 
situation, unselfishly decided to remain 
behind, so as to give the other sick men 
a chance to reach safety. The decision 
is in keeping with his behavior through- 
cut. They left him in a tent, with 
three weeks’ provisions. 


On the eighth, 40 miles from safety, 
the party pushed on with Hayward and 
Spencer Smith, all now weakening from 
scurvy. , 

Spencer Smith died on the ninth, after 
47 days of sickness, cheerful to the end. 

March 11 Hut Point was reached and 
fresh meat and dried vegetables were 
procured. Three days afterward—a de- 
lay due to a bad blizzard—Joyce, Rich- 
ards and Wild started back to fetch 
Mackintosh. This’ they successfully 
achieved, and by the eighteenth all were 
safe at Hut Point. 

The lives of Mackintosh and Hayward 
were saved by the devoted efforts of 
comrades and by the endurance ani 
work of four dogs, whose names are 
worthy to be placed on record. They 
are Con, Toween, Gunner and Oscar. 

Under worse conditions of weather 
and temperature, with short food and 
sometimes none at all, the party had 
practically been sledging from Sept. 1, 
1915, to March 18, 1916. They had covered 
1560 statute miles, and, in spite of ab- 
normal! difficulties, had laid a depot at 
Mount Hope, thus carrying out the ob- 
ject for which the Ross Sea expedition 
was designed. 

The scurvy symptoms rapidly dis- 
appeared under a regimen of fresh meat 
and vegetables, and by the end of April 
all were well. I consider that the scurvy 
was due to the length of time the party 
was deprived of fresh food, combined 
with the abnormally heavy sledging un- 
dertaken without sufficient help of dogs 
or other traction power. 

The dearth of clothing and the discom- 
fort caused by the unexpected breaking 
away of the Aurora undoubtedly had an 
effect upon the health of the party. 
From March 18,. 1916, until the end of 
April sea ice was steadily forming be- 
tween Het Point and Cape Evans, only 
to be blown out by. each succeeding 
blizzard. At the beginning of May 2 
calm period ensued and ice formed with 
a thickness of four inches. 

Mackintosh and Hayward Lost, 

On the 8th Mackintosh and Haywa-d 
\decided to cross the .sea ice to Cape 
Evans. The weather was fine wher 
they started, at 1 p. m., with the un- 
Ysual equipment. but they were over- 
taken by a sudden blizzard two hours 
later, when they would be approximate- 
ly four miles from Hut Point. 
On May 10 the remainder of the narty 
at Hut Point, being anxious for the 
safety of their companions, followed in

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SWISS PROTEST AGAINST 
THE NEW U-BOAT BLOCKADE 


In Reply to the German Note on New Sub- 
marine Campaign the Federal Council Re- 


serves All Rights as a Neutral. 


PARIS, Feb. 12.—The Swiss Federal 
Council, in its reply to the German 
note on the new submarine campaign, 
enters an energetic protest against ‘he 
announced blockade and reserves ll 
the rights of Switzerland as a neutral, 
according to the Havas Agency’s Berne 
correspondent. It expresses confidence, 
however, that the German Government 
will take all necessary measures to 
assure the protection of Swiss interests. 

After referring to the German Goy- 
ernment’s communication upon the aug- 
mentation of maritime warfare, the 
Berne advices state, the Council de- 
Clares that ‘‘the imperial Government 
cannot fail to recognize that the meas- 
ures announced by this empire consti- 
tute an attack upon the right of peace- 
ful commerce which, in conformity to 
principles of international law,  be- 
longs to Switzerland in its character as 
a neutral state. In fact, the blockade 
of nearly all ports’ susceptible of be- 
ing utilized by Switzerland pre- 
sents a serious danger in the matter of 
our provisionment in food products and 
in raw fhaterials, as well as with re- 
spect to our exportations over the sea. 

“Even if, by friendly agreement with 
the French Government, the utilization 
of the port of Cette, exempted from 
the blockade, is rendered possible, mar- 
itime transport would be restrained to 
a degree which would cause sensible 
injury to our national economy. 


cn tucomomic Liberty Restricted. 
The maritime blockade by the Gouv- 


ernment of the German empire follows 
a series of measures taken during the 
war by both parties of belligerents in 
opposition to the law of nations and in- 
ternational agreement, by which our 
‘iberty of action in economic matters is 
already restrictec aad against wnick we 
have vainly raised our voice. 

‘In such circumstances, this blockade 
is all the more pressing and more 
weighty with consequences. The Fec- 
eral Council sees _ itself, ‘ therefore, 
obliged to protest onergetically and to 
make all reservations against the block- 
ade anrounced by the imperial Govern- 
ment and against its realization so far 
as it violates the rights of neutrais rec- 
wgnized by tl.e general principles of in- 
ternational law, in particular, where the 
effective application of the blockade ap- 
pears incomplete. . 

“The Federal Council givés notice ir 
advance of all legal reservatioy.s if it 
Lappens that the means put into effect 
by Germary and her alles are applied to 
the destruction of Swiss interests or 
property... The Federal Council, however, 
does not doubt that the Government of 
the empire will do all that is necessary 
to assure in the measure possible the 
security of Swiss interests and spare 
the painful consequences which could 
arise from the blockade for the economi: 
life of the Swiss.”’ 

The same note, adds the Corresronden;i, 
has been addressed to the Government 
of Austria-Hungary. 


China Threatens to Break With Ger- 
many; Associates Itself With the U.S. 

PEKIN, Feb. 12.—The note handed to 
the German Minister by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in reply to Germany’s 
declaration of unrestricted submarine 
warfare follows: 

‘The new measures of submarine war 
fare inaugurated by Germany are imper- 
iling the lives and property of Chinese 
citizens even more than the measures 
previously taken, which have already 
cost China many lives and constitute a 
violation “of international law. The tol- 
eration of their application would in- 
troduce into international law arbitrary 
principles incompatible with legitimate 
intercourse between neutrals and be- 
tween neutrals and belligerents. 

“China, therefore, protests energeti- 
cally to Germany against the measures 
proclaimed Feb. 1, and sincerely hopes 


that the rights of neutral stateg wijl} 


be respected and that the said measures 
will not be carried out. If, contrary to 
expectations, this protest be ineffective, 
China will be constrained, to its pro- 
found regret, to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions. It is unnecessary to add that 
China’s action is dictated by a desire 
for further peace and the maintenance 
of international law.” 

A communication explanatory of 
China’s action also was handed to Dr. 
Paul 8. Reinsch, American Minister to 
China. It follows:

Freedom of Navigation. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.~A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. from Athens 
says: 

“The Athens newspapers assert that, 
simultaneously with the handing of its 
reply to the American Government's 
note suggesting the severing of rela- 
tions with Germany, the Greek Govern- 
ment also transmitted a communication 
to the German Government with regard 
to Germany’s declaration of a subma- 
rine blockade. In it Greece makes the 
fullest reservation concerning her ships. 

The reply of Greece to the invitation 
of the United States to join its attitude 
toward Germany has been handed to 
the American Minister at Athens, the 
correspondent of the Exchange Tele- 
graph Co., at the Greek capital, tele- 
graphs. The reply, he states, affirms 
the sympathy of Greece with every ef- 
fort to accelerate peace and her ap: 
rroval of every effort to maintain free- 
dom of navigation for the world's ship- 
ping, adding that Greece has already 
drawn Germany’s attention to the grave 
consequences of the proposed submarine 
blockade. 

“In view of present conditions, how- 
ever, the dispatch states, Greece ex- 
plains that she is not in a position to 
contemplate concerted action for the

Japan Approves China’s Reply toe Note 
on U-Boats. 

TOKIO, Feb. 12.—Viscount Motono, 
Japanese Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
at a conference with the Chinese Min- 
ister yesterday, approved the attitude 
of China toward Germany as it has 
been expressed in China’s reply to the 
German note on unrestricted submarine 
warfare, according to the newspapers 
today. 

The approval, it is said, was on the 
ground that the position taken . by 
China would aid in uprooting Germa:

though the idea of a “prohibited zone” 
was later substituted for that of a 
“blockade” at the request of the naval 
authorities who anticipated possible 
formal objections under the blockade 
regulations), was received by the As- 
sociated Press almost on the day fol- 
lowing Ambassador Gerard’s speech on 
German-American good relatjons, de- 
livered at the banquet of the American 
Association of Commerce and Trade, 
early in January. 

A week later it was stated that a full 
decision on the situation had not been 


reached and that the campaign would 
, not be launched until after further con- 
sultations with Germany’s allies and 
the receipt of certain information from 
. Count von Bernstorff and Count Tar- 
nowski von Tarnow, respectively, Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian Ambassa- 
dors to the United States, of their con- 
cept of armed merchantmen and their 
liability to attack as warships. 


When Final Decision Came. 

The final decision on submarine cam- 
paign of a so-called ruthless type ap- 
parently was taken at the grand Aus- 
tro-German conference at German head- 
quarters on the German Imperor'’s 
birthday, although the Associated Press 
heard the statement that submarines 
departing several days earlier for sta- 
tions on the submarine hunting 
grounds were provided with contingent 
orders for this eventuality. 

The censorship, however, held down 
tightly on any definite statements or 
predictions of the approaching cmss. 
The Associated Press being then in- 
formed from usually reliable sources 
that it was desired for marine and tech- 
nical reasons to have the decision come 
as a surprise. This intimation was ccn- 
veyed confidentially to the German 
newspapers. All dispatches going into 
the subject in detail, however, were 
either suppressed entirely or references 
to coming events censored out of them,

correspondence.

VISITS WASHINGTON 


Members of Congress Urged to 
Keep This Country Out 
of War. 


WASHINGTON, -Feb. 12.—A_ special 
train today brought a delegation of the 
emergency peace federation here from 
New York, Philadelphia and other East- 
ern cities to solicit members of Con- 
gress on behalf of pending measures to 
provide a popular referendum  obdefore 
declaring war. They arranged a dem- 
onstration and meetings for which pea-e 
advocates were the chief speakers. 

At a meeting of the delegation earl’ 
in the day the federation pledged itself 
in favor of th2 referendum resolution. 
Frank Stephens of the Delaware Singie 
Tax Association presided. 

A resolution adopteu expressed: 

“Karnest support to the President of 
the United States in his steadfast ef- 
fort to secure by peaceful methods a 
right of settlement of international con- 
flicts, not alone between the United 
States and Germany, but among, or 
Kuropean brothers in their fraternal 
strife.”’ 
It further declared ‘“‘it to be our de- 
sire to serve our country by doing 
everything in our power to maintain 
its leadership in the work of attaining 
world peace and doing away forever 
with ‘he war system and all its con- 
sequences,’’ but that ‘‘we hold war in 
abhorrence, * * * one of the supreme 
crimes against humanity.”’

Senator Stone thanked the delegation 
and assured them that the President

“With your desire to keep the nation 
out of war,’’ said Senator Stone, “‘and 
to preserve: peace of the country I am 
in very profound sympathy and I hope 
and trust that nothing may arise which 
would seem to make anv hostility in- 
evitable. Congress will do its best.t9 
keep the nation out of war.”

Resolution Denounces _ Kiel’s 
Support of Woman Suffrage 
and Swanger for Governor. 


FAVORABLE TO RUMSEY 


| Candidates Discussed, but Action 
on Indorsements Is De- 
ferred for the Present. 


The Liquor Dealers’ Benevolent Asso- 
'Clation, composed of saloon keepers and 
other retail liquor dealers, which sup- 
ported Mayor Kiel for nomination and 
election four years ago, is actively op- 
posing his candidacy for a second term. 
At a meeting yesterday afternoon at- 
‘tended by about 300 members a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted basing 
ithe association's opposition upon the 
' Mayor's support of John E. Swanger in 
the Republican gubernatorial primary 
| and upon his friendliness toward woman 
suffrage. The resolution follows: 

‘‘Wheréas, Mr. Henry W. Kiel, the 
'present Mayor of the city of St. Louis,

nomination as Mayor; and,

_in 1916, Mr. Kiel, through his political 
,indorsement and support of Mr. John 
'E. Swanger, <he prohibition candidate 
for Governor, caused and waged a Dit- 
ter election contest against Henry 
. Lamm, the liberal-minded candidate for 
, Governor; and, 
| “Whereas, Mr. Kiel publicly declared 
himself in sympathy and voted for 
woman’s suffrage, a doctrine which is 
in alliance with prohibition and a co- 
‘worker of the Anti-Saloon League; 
_ therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Benevolent Association, Coun- 
cil No. 1 herewith denounces the ac- 
tions of Mr. Kiel as unfriendly to the 
, cause of personal liberty and requests 
that political support of his namination 
be withheld on primary election day, 
_ Friday, March 9, 1917; and, be it further 

*“‘Resolved, That the Legislative Com- 
‘mittee be instructed to forward a copy 
of this resolution to all retail liquor 
dealers and other tradesmen who supply 
the saloons in the city.”

Several speakers discussing the resolu- 
tion denounced Mayor Kiel as a “‘traitor 
'to those who had put him in office.” 
» There was a general discussion of can- 
didates with a view to the indorsement 
|\of a candidate in both parties before 


the primary election. No positive action 
was taken because Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey, whom the association wishes to 
indorse as a Democrat, has not yet de- 
cided to enter the race. These indorse- 
ments will be voted at a meeting Sunday 
afternoon, March 4, 


| Ignatius J. Bauer, secretary of the as- 

' Sociation, today declared to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the feeling against 

| Mayor Kiel was such that it was decid- 

_ed to begin an active campaign against 

; him without delay. 

““‘When we are against a man, we are 
wholly against him,’’ Bauer said, “and 
we are going to fight Kiel all down the 
line. Cigar dealers, butchers and gro- 
cers, Yho come into close business rela- 
tions with us, will be urged to work 
against him. We are going to send 
copies of our resolution to all trades- 
men from whom we buy supplies. 

_ “We are opposing Mayor Kiel because 
he is against our own interests. His 
support of Swanger for Governor cost us 
35000 in fighting Swanger. We were 
against Swanger because when there 
was a local option campaign in Sedalia 
his home town, his newspaper carried 

large headlines, reading, ‘The Drys Must 

| Win; Public Sentiment Demands It.’ We 
helped put Kiel over in 1918, and then 
when it came to an important State 
campaign, he repaid us by supporting 
a ‘dry’ candidate. 
Stand on Suffrage. 

‘In supporting woman suffrage he is 
working against our interest. It is a 
‘fact that woman suffrage and prohibi- 
; tion’ go hand in hand, no matter what 
statistics say. Look at Illinois. The 
women voters have cleaned up several 
counties, and I am not saying that sonie 
of them did not need cleaning up. But 
we are fighting for our bread and but- 
ter and Mayor Kiel is fighting for his.” 

A resolution also was adopted oppos- 
ing the proposal now before the Legis- 
lature to increase the State license on 
wholesale HMquor dealers from $200 to 
$750. It was decided to make no fight 
on the increase of the saloon license, 
provided the Legislature makes it only 
$400, instead of the $500 which was orlg- 
inaly proposed. The State license is now 
$300 in St. Louis and $200 in other parts 
of the State. 

The bill to Hmit saloons to one for 
every 600 inhabitants in any city will be 
killed because of the opposition of the 
brewers, Bauer predicted.

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DUTCH URGED TO PLANT 
MORE CORN, PEAS AND BEANS 


Minister for Agricul‘ure to Encourage 
Raising of Products Which Have 
Been Largely Imported. 

THE HAGUE, Feb. 12—The Minister 
for Agriculture, Industry and Commerce 
has appealed to Dutch farmers to ar- 
range their crops so as to yield a maxi- 
mum of products suitable for consump- 
tion by man and beast. 

To gain this end it is desirable, he 
States, to cultivate as extensively as 
possible those products of which the 
yield in norma! times is below the con- 
sumption, notably corn, peas and beans 
The cultivation of products that are 
largely grown for export must be re- 
duced to a» minimum. 

The Minister intends enforcing a series 
of measures calculated to encourage 
agriculture in this direction. In the 
first place, the Government will pay 
good prices for products cultivated for 
home consumption, and a consultative 
commission is to be appointed for fixing 
the prices of each separate product, the 
prices, in the first place, to be based 
on the cost of production. Further, an 
arrangenient is to be made whereby the 
cultivation of products for export wi!l 
be rendered less remunerative than

Eugene Field House Mismarked? 
Toe the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice that the Grant-Dent Memorial Assocla- 
tion proposes to purchase the house on South 
Broadway where Eugene Field was not torn. 
“Here Was Born ugene Field, the Poet,” reads 
the bronze tablet, misplaced on the outer wall of 
that house. If the association desires to purchase 
and preserve the house where Eugene Field lived 
ag a emall boy, that {s the house to handle. The 
house where he was born, on Collins street, has 
disappeared. 

Innocently, I am responsible to some extent for 
the marking of the house where Eugene Field was 
not born. As a member of the Post-Dispatch staff 
about 15 years ago I suggested a story on Hugene 
Field in St. Louis, to be run on the day designated 
by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
as “Eugene Field Day” In the schools. (By the 
way, what has become of Eugene Field day?) 

My suggestion was approved and I was assigned 
to get the story. I interviewed several persons 
who had .known Field more or less intimately 
when he lived here as a young newspaper man. 
Also J interviewed his guardian, an elderly gen- 
tleman now dead, whose name at the moment I 
cannot recall. This gentleman, a lawyer and a 
close friend of Judge Field, father of Eugene and 
Roswell M. Field, was guardian of both the Field 
Woys. In reply to a specific query as to where 
BHugene Field was born, his guardian told me it 
was the house on South Broadway. Originally 
known as South Fifth street, which now bears the 
bronze tablet. I made no further inquiries, as- 
suming that the guardian should know. 

During the World's Fair the University Club 
raised a fund to mark the house. Mark Twain 
and David R. Francis unveiled the tatlet. The 
next week Roswell M. Field came down from Chi- 
cago on a still hunt for the house where he and 
Wugene was born. He could not identify even the 
locality, so changed was it—somewhere north of 
HWads Bridge, near the river. 

I learned later that the University Club clipped 
my story from the first page of the Post-Dispatch 
and accepted without question the location men- 
tioned and proceeded to mark the house where 
Hugene Field, the poet, was not born,

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TRAINED CITIZEN SOLDIERS. 

The bill providing for universal military train- 
ing favorably reported to the United States Sen- 
ate by the Committee on Military Affairs em- 
bodies sound demo¢ratic principles and pro- 
poses a great advafice in our system of military 
preparedness. 

The measure establishes and enforces the ob- 
ligation of citizens to serve the nation for de- 
fense and insures preparation for efficient serv- 
ice. 

It establishes equality of service for all citi- 
zens physically fit and available for service, rich 
or poor, influential or humble. Neither money 
nor favor will relieve citizens of the duty of 
training and: serving. 


It is antimilitaristic because it removes the 


| necessity for a large standing army of profes- 


sional paid soldiers. Every available citizen being 
@ trained soldier in the reserves, subject to call 
for national defense, the standing army may be 
reduced to a minimum. 

It provides for the general welfare by except- 
ing those who have relatives dependent upon 
their labor. 

It relieves the trained citizen soldiery from po- 
lice duty in strikes or labor disturbances. 

It limits service to the purpose of national de- 
fense, so that the great army of trained re- 
serves cannot be called for aggression or other 
vicious object. 

By beginning the period of training at the 
nineteenth year, and requiring only six months 
of active military work, it requires the least 
possible interference with the life work of citi- 
zens. 

In addition to military preparedness, it makes 
for sound patriatism by emphasizing in the minds 
of young men at their most impressionable age 
the obligation of public service and the duty 
of preparing to give efficient service. 

It makes for good citizenship and the efficien- 
cy of the manhood forces of the nation in peace 
by providing valuable instruction and discipline 
for the young men of the country. The young 
men will be better mentally, physically and mor- 
ally through their training. 

It makes for peace, because the citizens of the 
country engaged in every form of professional, 
commercial and industrial occupation will be its 
soldiers. The army will be composed of voters, 
with the responsibility of government resting 
upon them. Nations will know that the United 
States fs prepared for defense. 

It adds to the responsibiltiy for national de- 
fense on the part of the Government, and the 
people the power to command the resources nec- 
essary for defense. 

It enables the Government to organize the 
country efficiently for every branch of national 
defense. 

Under the volunteer system citizens are called 
to arms without adequate preparation when war 
comes. It is a suicidal system, exposing the 
country to the dangers and disasters of unpre- 
paredness and dooming thousands of untrained 
citizens to death. The system is both dangerous 
and costly. It is wholly inadequate and inevi- 
tably ends in case of real war in conscription. 

Under the universal training system, the coun- 
try would have ready for war emergency an army 
of 3,000,000 trained citizens prepared at all times 
for efficient service in its defense. When the 
citizen soldiers are not needed for service they 
are not in barracks, but at their homes engaged 
in pe&ceful and profitable occupations. 

In the light of history, and particularly of 
our own experience, comparison between the 
The volunteer sys- 
tem spells cost, failure, danger. The universal 
training system means security, economy and 
success. 

Congress ought to pass at the earliest possible 
a measure embodying the main provisions of the 
Chamberlain bill. The people ought to demand 
it as a measure of wise and needful | 
ness.

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THE LIBERATOR OF CONSCIENCE. 

Four hundred years ago an emaciated August- 
infan monk walked boldly through the market 
crowds at Wittenberg, im Germany, and posted 
@ notice on the door of the Castle Church. From 
that day in 1617 dates the birth of Protestantism 
and the declaration of independence of conscience. 
The quadricentennial of that event is this year be- 
ing celebrated tn churches from Terra del Fuego 
to the Cattegat and beyond. 

The cowled monk was Martin Luther and the 
notice on the church door, though merely con- 
taining 95 theses or headings for debate on the 
system of selling indulgences for the remission 
of sins, resulted in a controversy that eventuated 
in the Council of Trent and in religious liberty. 
Luther was of the people. He surrounded himself 
with no halo of exalted righteousness. Morally 
he was no better than his times. He drank his 
beer as all Saxons did and his habits of living 
were those of his neighbors. Lather had the 
courage to say what thousands of others thought. 
Lather’s creed swept through Germany like fire 
through summer-dried brush. Prince after Prince 
accepted the new faith. With modifications, it 
entered the countries to the north and to the 
England of Henry VIII. 

Luther died a disappointed man. The religious 
reform which he had instituted grew faster than 
he had planned; the snowball started at the 
Castle Church in Wittenberg grew too great for 
him to handle, In his last years he was more: 


‘ 


than he was against the Vatican. He quarreled 
with Erasmus, Zwingli and Meiancthon. He would 
have none of their advanced theology. 

The great thing that Luther did was to make 
men think about religion and not to accept a 
dogma as .rue because it had been accepted as 
true for hundreds of years.

It is Judge Sanders’ opinion that the father 
who marks the body of his young son with 45 


rawhide welts for tarrying on his way home from 


choir practice is well within his rights, and his 
flaying efforts to keep the 9-year-old desperado 
out of the penitentiary are worthy of commenda- 
tion. 

That is very well as far as it goes. It sanctions 
45 stripes as the suitable penalty for tarrying on

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AMERICANS ARE EMOTIONAL. 

What a precious lot of humbugs we Ameri- 
cans are. We boast of our hard-headedness, our 
practicality. We flatter ourselves that we are 
not an emotional people and profess a superior- 
ity over races which give way easily to bursts 
of sentiment. But for downright emotionalism 
and enthusiasm it is hard to surpass the Amer- 
ican when he is properly aroused. 

A Quartermaster in the Coast Guard the other 
day thrashed a man whom he saw wiping his 
dirty hands on the Stars and Stripes. The Sons 
of the Revolution have aiready arranged to give 
him a medals the presentation is to be made an 
elaborate ceremony at which Major-General 
Leonard Wood has been asked to preside. The 
obscure guard of yesterday is today famous. The 
ascendancy of the newest popular idol in France 
could not have been more rapid. 

This is a manifestation, however, of which no 
American can be ashamed. Honest sentiment has 
accomplished as much if not more in the actual 
progress of humanity as cold reason. Somebody 
once said that if you scratch any crusty Scotch- 
man you will find Robert Burns under the skin. 
Scratch any average American’s assumed coat of 
reserve and you will find under it as much 
fiery enthusiasm as ever sent a fanatical Moslem 
army to charge against the most overwhelming 
odds. 
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WAR AND TEMPERAMENT. 

Eugene Ysaye, the Belgian violinist, filling a 
St. Louis engagement, declared that the war, so 
far terribly destructive of European art, may be 
art’s chief inspiration in the future—that its years 
may be the initial years in a new era of art. 

Pictorial art has already received a very defi- 
nite impetus from the fighting. France's paint- 
ers and etchers of military age are all in the 
ranks, a large proportion of them doing actual 
service in or near the trenches. Now open at 
the Tuileries in Paris is a notable exhibition of 
the work they have been able to do in leisure 
moments. 

The collection is said to consist of no less than 
3000 different productions, oil paintings, water 
colorg, sketches of various forms. — 

Each one of these pictures bears on the back 
the certificate of the artist’s commanding officer 
that it was made within the sound of the guns 
and particularly interesting is the public verdict 
that the average merit is “high, amazingly high.” 
After the exhibition has ended in Paris one may 
hope that a part or all-of the works may be 
placed on view in this country. 

That Paris, in its present tension, could enter- 
tain the idea of holding such an exhibition, and 
particularly that such an -astonishing wealth of 
creations was found available to lend it distinc- 
tion attests to the qualities of that complex thing 
we are fond of calling the soul of the French 
people.

OUR WAR REVIEW. 


ATCHING the submarine warfare is a good 
W deal like getting the reports of what only 
one team is doing in a baseball game. 
If we learned that Chicago made two runs in the first 
inning and six runs in the eighth inning, without 
hearing what her opponents were doing, it would 
-be about as satisfactory as not to know how many 
submarines the British are sinking. 

This feature of the war accomplishes nothing, so 
far as we can see, but to exasperate everybody in 
true British style. Imagine England not telling us 
whether or not she has captured the Bremen and the 
Deutschland. If those boats are tied safely at some 
British dock, is it not likely that the Germans suspect 
as much, or do they still suppose that they are ship- 
ping goods back and forth on them? 

If we knew the British less than we do, we might 
imagine that they are not saying how many subma- 
rines they are getting because they are not getting 
any. We cannot believe that. It is at once improb- 
able and quite like the Britons not to say what luck 
they are having. They don’t do it. They are the 
Britons. 

But, you say, there is the deep design to keep 
Germany guessing. Of course, Germany is not go- 


‘ing to guess the very first time that when a subma- 


rine does not return the British got her. That would. 
not be like the Germans, an impractical, unguessing 

people who can’t put two and two together and fig- 
ure about what happened. 

However, enough of that. Men have wondered 
about the inscrutable Briton before; and, like the 
Germans, they have sometimes tried to destroy him 
for being too much unlike everybody else to be toler- 
ated. He is the Briton, whom Rome, as Shaw tells 
us, took home and exhibited as a curiosity. He is 
that. 

But let us turn to the rest and quiet of war 
ashore. If anybody is getting anywhere, we should 
like to know who he is and where he is getting. 
There is some fighting on the Somme, but it is no 
more than the usual hangover firecrackers exploding 
after the pack. That big battle is for the time 
being fought, and we cannot understand fully what 
the result is because we have not availed ourselves 
of the minute measurements of the metric system. 

Where, then? Nowhere. In Winter we look for 
something to Spring—in Spring to Summer—in Sum- 
mer to Fall. Don’t laugh. Everybody is fighting for 
his life. It has been determined that this is what 
the war is about. Before you condemn Europe, con- 
sider whether you would fight for your life.

Ons of gas poisoning are un- 
fortunately of much too fre- 
quent occurrence, and as it is 

often impossible to get a ee 
immediately, it is well to —or : e 
best thing to do while you wert sie 
the doctor. The first thing of cae 
is to open all the windows to pur y 
the air and then turn off the source 
of the supply of gas. Then look to | 
your patient. If he or she is pean e 
ly conscious but complains of head- 
ache or dizziness or nausea and shows 
great relaxation of the muscles and is 
so drowsy as to be difficult to rouse, 
give at once a dose of effervescing 
phosphate of soda in a glass of Wa- 
ter. Any drug store keeps this. Or 
if you can get it more quickly sive 4 
elass of plain soda water followed in 
five minutes by half a teaspoonful of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia. in 2 
third glass of water. This last dose 
can be repeated in 15 minutes if neces- 
sary. And in severe cases twice again 
at 15 minute intervals, making four 
doses in all, but do not under any 
circumstances give more than this. ‘it 
the patient is able to stand let him 
walk around with somebody support- 
ing him on each side until he recov- 
ers. But even after this he must be 
watched, as he may have a sinking 
spell, in which case the same treat- 
ment may be repeated. 

But if the sufferer is unable to walk 
he is much more seriously affected and 
is apt to breathe very weakly but rap- 
idly and to be unconscious or but half 
conscious. In this case waste not ua 
moment before sending for the doctor. 
and if you cannot get your regular 
physician quickly get somebody else. 
But before the physician arrives bring

Place him on his back on a flat sur- 
face, a bed or couch, or even the floor 
if there is plenty of air in the room. 
Roll a blanket or coat and place under 
neck and shoulders so as to make the 
head fall back when he is lying on his 
back and have two people rub the legs 
and arms hard on the skin toward tle 
body. 'As soon as he is conscious give 
lialf a teaspoonful of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia in a third glass of water. 
Repeat this dose twice or three times 
if necessary at 15-minute intervals. If 
unconsciousness continues and the doc- 
tor has not yet arrived, open the 
mouth, prying open the jaw if neces- 
sary, place a small block of wood or ua 
tight wad of folded cloth between the 
teeth on one side to keep the jaw from 
closing and pull the tongue forward 
with the fingers, clearing the mouth of 
froth with a scooping motion of the fin- 
ger. Put a bottle of household am- 
monia (ordinary ammonia) or of am- 
monia smelling salts once a minute un- 
der the sufferer’s nose*‘as he breathes 
in. .Help the patient to breathe by 
pressing the lower part of the ribs to- 
gether every other time the breath is 
expelled. Continue this pressing mo-
